The ceremonies on the grounds be- 


gan two hours before President Taft, 
on the ether side of the continent, 
pressed the button that made the great 
fair a living thing. The scene pre'sent- 
ed carded out Charles Dana Gibson's 
verdict after visiting the grounds 
that the ASY.-P. is the "most beau- 
tiful exposition ever planned." Situat- 
ed between two fresh water lakes In 
a forest of great trees with one open 
colonnade showing a background from 
different angles, the natural setting 
to the picture is ideal.

GETTYSBURG 
CAMPAIGN OF '63 


Memory of Regulars Is Per= 


petuated In Granite 


UNVEILING OF MONUMENT! 


President Taft Makes a Speech, De- 


claring Himself Opposed to Any Re- 


duction In Present Standing Army, 


Which Is Not Larger In Proportion 


(Than In Early Years of the Republic 


—Miss Taft Takes Part 


• r; 
Gettysburg, Pa., .lime 1.—Monday 


was the day of tardy honor to 
the 


"Regulars" at Gettysburg. An impos- 
ing shaft of granite, erected by con- 
gress to the memory of those ot the 
regularly enlisted forces who fell in 
the three days' fighting about the 
Round Tops and at the liloody Angle, 
was 
unveiled 
by 
the 
president's 


daughter, Miss Helen H. Taft, while 
President Taft. himself eulogized ofli- 
cers and men of the United States 
army, past and present. 


_ GETTYSBURG MONUMENT. 
The president placed himself on 


record as opposed to any reduction in 
the present standing'army. 
He de- 


clared the necessity of maintaining 
always a standing array of appreciable 
size to serve as the nucleus for a 
greater armed force in time of need. 


President Taft described the preju- 


dice which has often arisen .against 
the possible aggressions of a regular 
army and a professional soldiery and 
of 
the 
corresponding difficulty 
In 


arousing that love for and pride in the 
army which expresses itself today and 
has frequently expressed itself in the 
past in the navy. 


The president asserted that the ser- 


vices of the regular army have never 
been adequately commemorated by 
congress or the nation. "The profes- 
sion of arms has always been an hon- 
orable one," he declared. Tbe pres- 
ent army he described as the larger,! 
in the history of the country, but not 
larger in proportion to the increase in 
population and wealth than in the 
earlier years of the republic. 


"All honor," exclaimed Mr. Taft, 


"to the regular army of the United 
States. 
Never in its history has il 


had a stain upon its escutcheon." 


The ceremonies of the unveiling were 


simple. 
Miss Taft pulled the silken 


cord which released the flags draped 
about the monument, and in falling 
one of them caught on a bronze eagle 
decorating one of the inscribed tab- 
lets. A trooper gave the flag a tug. 
but it could not be released until quite 
a hole had been torn in the fold of the 
stripes. 


The president spoke from a plat- 


form erected near the monument. He 
was followed by_Secretary Dickinson, 
who presented the monument to the 
battlefield commission, the speech of 
acceptance being delivered by Colonel 
Nicholson, chairman of the commis- 
sion. 


After the unveiling, the president 


walked to the base of the towering 
granite column and there reviewed the 
troops. 
When the review was con- 


cluded, the president hurried hack to 
the city and to his waiting train. He 
was escorted by a troop of cavalry 
which bad to go at a full gallop at 
times to keep up with the presidential 
party. The president left at J:45 p. 
m. for Washington. 


On his way to 
Gettysburg from 


Pittsburg the president's car was side- 
tracked at York for two hours, and 
during his stay he made a'brief speech 
**i which he declared his hope of the 
early enactment of a tariff, -bill—"if 
the Lord will only be good and send 
some real hot weather in June."

It is a well known fact that while in one part of the ocean ilie 


needlo of a compass points practically due north, in other.localities 


i lie variation, ns the mariner terms I he angle of departure of the 
compass from the true nonli, is several degrees or more. This vari- 
ation exists on land as well as on ihe ocean. At present in the United 
Stales ilie line of no variation begins at the eastern part of Lake 
Superior and Michigan and runs through the eastern parts of Ken- 
lucky and Tennessee, cuts through South Carolina and enters the Ai- 
iantic ocean near Beaufort, South Carolina. For all places on the 
oast side of this line the variation of the needle is -west, and for all 
places west the variation is east, This variance, for mauy years con- 
sidered as a senseless caper of the compass, is due to terrestrial mag- 
netism, or. in plainer words, the magnetic force exerted by the earth, 
and recognized by its effect upon magnetised needles and hars. 


It is also a well known fact that the line of "no variance" is con- 


tinually changing, both on the land and on the ocean, and for this 
reason the Carnegie Institution of Washington undertook a series 
of surveys to deteritiie the magnetic conditions all over the deep wa- 
ter seas. The first step in the ocean work was a magnetic survey of 
the Pacific ocean, very little having been accomplished except through 
shore observations on some of the islands and along the coast-. Ob- 
servations were made from the converted wooden yacht Galilee ir/ 
three .voyages during a period expending from 1905 "to June, 1908, but ^ 
tiiis was only a good beginning of the work, and to continue if along 
the most scientific and exacting lines a unique survey ship is now 
being constructed.

The experience gained with the Calilee^proved that it would .he 


advantageous to have a thoroughly non-magnetic yacht with auxili- 
ary power and every detail arranged specifically for making magnetic 
observations, and this is what is now being done. The result will be 
the first ship ever constructed in which iron and steel and other mag- 
netic metals will practically have no part. With the exception of thin 
cast iron liners in the cylinders of the bronze internal combustion 
engine, and the steel cams necessary for operating the valves, ag- 
gregating leas than GOO pounds, there will be no magnetic materials 
used. 


The hull will be constructed as thoroughly and substantially as 


any merchant ship^afloat. The keel, stem, stern-post, frames and dead- 
wood will be of white oak; the deck beams, planking, and ceiling 
will be of yellow pine, and the deck of Oregon .pine in long lengths. 
The fastenings will consist of locust-wood nails, copper and bronze 
bolts, and composition spikes. 
All metal deck fittings, and metal 


work on spars and rigging will he of bronze, copper and gun-metal. 


The vessel will be-155 feet long, 33 feet beam, 12 feet draft, and . 


barkentine rigged. 
She will carry nearly 12,900 square feet of plain 


sail, which will give her full sailing power. The engines will be used 
only for the purpose of manoeuvering when In port or crowded road- 
steads, and during a. calm at sea. Her speed under steam will be only 
six or seven miles an hour.
